SAFETY IN MINES RESEARCH BOARD. 


Much attention is being devoted at the present time 
to the question of substituting steel for timber in the 
underground workings of coal mines. The value of 
steel arches for roadway support has been proved 
beyond doubt, but it is not so widely appreciated thai 
steel props have been successful at the face under a 
variety of conditions when the prop tried has been of a 
suitable type. 

Colliery managers who are intending to give steel 
props a trial will find useful information in a Report on 
about 13 different types, rigid and yielding, just pub- 
lished by the Safety in Mines Research Board. 

The Support of Workings in Mines Committee, in 
its survey of colliery practice throughout the country, 
has investigated the use of steel props and recorded 
experience at a number of mines, and the present 
report—‘‘ Steel Pit Props,’’ by T. Ashley, S.M. Dixon 
and M. A. Hogan (8.M.R.B. Paper 58)—combines 
these records with information obtained from 
mechanical tests of the props made on behalf of the 
Committee at the City and Guilds (Engineering) 
College, and a general discussion of the conclusions to 
be drawn from the underground experience and the 
laboratory tests. The Report contains sketches of the 
props and load-shortening curves for the yielding 
types, together with plans illustrating the systems of 
roof support by steel props adopted at a number of 
collieries. 

In an introductory note the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee points out that a particular steel prop may bé 
condemned at one pit while meeting with a full mea- 
sure of success at another, and it is most important 
that the type of prop should be carefully chosen to 
suit the conditions obtaining where it is to be used.

VOLUME AND VALUE OF OUR 
OVERSEAS TRADE. 


FIRST QUARTER OF 1930. 


The issue of the “* B.T.J.,’’ dated April 17, included 
a& review in some detail of the overseas trade of the 
United Kingdom during the first quarter of 1930, as 
compared with the trade in the first and last quarters 
of the preceding year, dealing specifically with certain 
important classes of goods, details of the external 
trade in which are recorded by quantities in the 
monthly Trade Accounts.* 


In continuation of our quarterly series of articles 
dealing with the volume of our overseas trade, we now 
give, on pages 587 and 588, a comparison between the 
import and export trade of the first quarter of the 
year 1924, and the trade of the corresponding quarter 
of 1930, as revalued on the basis of the average values 
shown by the records of the earlier period. These 
figures establish a relation between the volume of our 
external trade in the two quarters, eliminating the 
factor of price changes, and they also furnish an index 
of the aggregate effect of the alterations in prices 
which have taken place in the intervening six years. 
By relating these data to similar data previously cal- 
culated in respect of preceding periods, we are enabled 
to review broadly the trend of our overseas trade on a 
quantitative basis and also the price variations ex- 
perienced in that trade since 1924. The detailed 
results of the calculations establishing a comparison 
between the first quarter of 1924 and 1929 were pub- 
lished in the ‘* B.T.J.’’ of April 25, 1929. 


It may be mentioned that, in order to complete 
these surveys of the various important classes of 
overseas trade, it has been necessary to include esti- 
mates in respect of goods for which particulars of the 
quantities imported or exported are not recorded; such 
estimates relate, in most cases, to relatively minor 
parts of the groups affected. 


GENERAL RESULTS. 


The results of the revaluation of the external trade 
of the United Kingdom during the first quarter of 
1930, at the average values of 1924, are summarised 
in the following table :—

Comparison with First Quarter of 1924.—On the 
basis of declared values, the external trade of the 
United Kingdom during the first quarter of 1930 was 
at a lower level than in the corresponding period of 
1924, particularly as regards exports. When, how- 
ever, allowance is made for price changes during the 
intervening six years, it is found that the volume of 
imports was 14:5 per cent., and the volume of

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domestic exports was 2-2 per cent. greater last 
quarter than in the first quarter of 1924. On the other 
hand, exports of imported goods were smaller in 
volume by 28-3 per cent. 

The average values of imports, domestic exports 
and re-exports were respectively 17-9, 17-6 and 13-0 
per cent. lower than in the earlier period. 


Variations in the volume and average values of trade 
in the four quarters of 1929 and the expired quarter of 
the current year, as compared with the corresponding 
quarters of 1924, are shown in the following table.

Comparison with First Quarter of 1929.—There was 
a small decrease in the volume of imports last quarter 
as compared with a year earlier, and marked decreases 
(over 6 per cent. in each case) in the volume of 
domestic exports and of re-exports. A substantial 
fall has occurred in the average values in each of the 
three classes of trade, domestic exports being the least 
affected by the general decline in prices. The decrease 
in the case of imports was 6-4 per cent., domestic 
exports 5°2 per cent. and re-exports 13-3 per cent. 


It will be understood that the quarter-by-quarter 
method of compiling the index numbers given in the 
above table does not serve the purpose of making a 
strict comparison between the indices of successive 
quarters unless the price and volume variations which 
occurred during the base year 1924 are also taken into 
account. The effect of such an adjustment is shown 
later in this article.

Food, Drink, and Tobacco.—The volume of retained 
imports of food, drink, and tobacco was substantially 
less than a year ago, but was greater than in the first 
quarter of 1924. ‘The decline in quantity was very 
marked in the case of grain and flour (nearly 15 per 
cent.) and dutiable food and drink (over 16 per cent.), 
but while in the latter case the quantity imported was 
greater than in the corresponding quarter of 1924, in 
the case of grain and flour the quantity imported was 
nearly 13 per cent. less than in that earlier period. 
In these two groups the commodities showing the 
greatest decline in quantity in the year were wheat, 
maize and raw sugar. 

Average values in this class were about 46 per 
cent. less than in the first quarter of 1929 and 11-6 per 
cent. less than in the first quarter of 1924. The 
average value of imported meat was nearly 8 per cent. 
higher than in 1929, and the meat group was the only 
group in this class to show an increase (13-3 per cent.) 
as compared with 1924. The greatest fall in average 
values in this class occurred in the non-dutiable food 
group, the decrease of 13-6 per cent. as compared with 
1929 being due principally to a decline in the average 
values of tea, butter, and eggs in shell. For the 
purpose of the comparisons made in this article, tea 
has been included throughout in the non-dutiable food 
group—its present position in the Trade Accounts. 


Raw Materials.—The volume of retained imports of 
raw materials was substantially less than a year ago, 
but was still 16-5 per cent. more than in 1924. Most 
of the groups in this class, including wool, showed an 
increase in quantity, the decrease in volume as com- 
pared with a year earlier being confined to two groups 
—cotton, the retained imports of which declined by 
23-4 per cent. and were 9-4 per cent. below 1924; and 
oil seeds and nuts, oils, etc., which showed a decline 
of 156 per cent. as compared with 1929, but still 
remained above the 1924 level. The only groups to 
show reductions in quantity as compared with 1924 
were iron ore and scrap, and cotton, referred to above. 
It may, however, be noted that, for the crop year 
commencing August, the imports of cotton were only 
13-3 per cent. less than in the first eight months of 
the preceding crop year, the decline of 23-4 per cent. 
noted above in the imports during the past quarter 
being due to some extent to the relatively large pro- 
portion of the previous season’s crop received during 
the first quarter of 1929. 

Average values in this class have declined to a 
greater extent than in any of the other classes, the 
reduction as compared with 1929 being 8-7 per cent. 
and as compared with 1924, 29-3 per cent. The fall in 
average value since 1924 has been most marked in the 
case of raw cotton and rubber, the average value of 
each of these commodities being about one-half what 
it then was, while, as compared with 1929, there were 
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substantial reductions in the average values of raw 
wool (18-7 per cent.), ‘‘ other textile materials ”’ 
(20-4 per cent.), non-ferrous metalliferous ores 
(13-6 per cent.) and rubber (28-1 per cent.). The only 
substantial increase in average values was 31°9 per 
cent. in the case of undressed hides and skins. 


Manufactured Articles.—Imports of articles wholly 
or mainly manufactured retained in this country 
during the past quarter were about 12 and 60 per 
eent., respectively, greater in volume than in the 
corresponding quarters of 1929 and 1924. As com- 
pared with either of these periods, more than 25 per 
cent. increase was recorded in the case of iron and 
steel and manufactures thereof (principally in crude 
iron and steel), electrical goods and apparatus (in- 
crease of two-thirds in the year to nearly four times 
the imports of six years ago), apparel, paper and card- 
board, and rubber manufactures. Vehicles were the 
only group to show a substantial reduction in volume 
as compared with either 1929 or 1924, due principally 
to decreased imports of chassis for motor cars. 

Average values in this class declined by 48 per 
cent. as compared with 1929, and were 18:7 per cent. 
lower than in 1924. This reduction in average values 
was fairly general throughout the class, but there 
were increases of the order of 5 per cent. over the 1929 
figures in the average values of imported machinery, 
manufactures of textile materials other than cotton, 
wool and silk, and manufactured oils and fats (prin- 
cipally motor spirit and fuel oil).

Food, Drink, and Tobacco.—British exports of food, 
drink, and tobacco during last quarter were greater in 
volume than in the corresponding period of either 1929 
or 1924, the increase being due primarily to an increase 
of over 100 per cent. as compared with 1924 in the 
quantity of manufactured tobacco exported. This 
latter increase has been accompanied by a substantial 
fall in average values, and this, together with a decline 
in the average values of the large miscellaneous food 
group, has led to a fall in average values for the class 
as a whole. 


Raw Materials.—As compared with the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1929, this class showed a slight increase 
in volume and a similar slight reduction in average 
values. Coal represents about two-thirds of the value of 
all exports in this class, and the year’s increase in 
volume in the class as a whole was due mainly to an in- 
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crease of 14 per cent. in the quantity of coal exported, 
this quantity still being, however, over 5 per cent. less 
thanin 1924. The average value of the coal exported was 
7-7 per cent. greater than in 1929, but most other raw 
materials showed a reduction in average value, notably 
undressed hides and skins and raw wool, the average 
values of which declined by 35 per cent. and nearly 
15 per cent. respectively. 


Manufactured Articles—Though the volume of 
British exports of manufactured goods was nearly 9 per 
cent. less than in the first quarter of 1929, it was greater 
than in the corresponding period of 1924. Average 
values were about 3 and 17 per cent. below those re- 
corded in 1929 and 1924 respectively. The more 
important groups in this class showed the following 
variations in volume and average values as compared 
with a year ago. 

Tron and steel and manufactures thereof—a decrease 
of 12°8 per cent. in volume, accompanied by a small 
increase in average values. 

Machinery—a decrease of 8 per cent. in volume and 
an increase of 54 per cent. in average values, which just 
exceeded the 1924 level. 

Cotton yarns and manufacturers—decreases of 13} 
per cent. in volume and of 7 per cent. in average values. 

Woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures—a de- 
crease of nearly 16 per cent. in volume and a small 
decline in average values, which, however, were 7:2 per 
cent. above those recorded in 1924. 

Manufactures of textile materials other than cotton, 
wool and silk—decreases of 74 per cent. in volume and 
of 34 per cent. in average values. 

Chemicals, drugs, dyes and colours—an increase of 
over 4 per cent. in volume, accompanied by a decrease 
of nearly 7 per cent. in average values. 

Vehicles—a decrease in the year of about 5 per cent. 
in volume and about 6 per cent. in average values, but 
the volume of exports was more than double that of the 
first quarter of 1924. 


QUARTERLY MOVEMENTS IN THE AVERAGE VALUES AND 
VOLUME OF OuR ImpoRTS AND Exports. 

The estimates of our trade at the average values pre- 
vailing at earlier pericds which have been used in the 
preceding paragraphs are based on a comparison of 
corresponding quarters in the years under considera- 
tion. In order to obtain a basis for comparing changes 
in average values in consecutive quarters, the trade of 
each quarter of the base year, 1924, was recalculated 
at the average values for the whole year. The follow- 
ing table shows the movement of the average values of 
imports and exports from quarter to quarter in 1924, 
and also in more recent quarterly periods, as related to 
average values during the entire year 1924. The Board 
of Trade Index Number of Wholesale Prices is shown 
for purposes of comparison :—

The indices for individual quarters are affected by 
seasonal variations in the make-up of the totals of 
trade. It is, however, clear from the above table that 
the trend of prices over the past fifteen months has been 
downwards on the whole, and the sharp break in prices 
during recent months is clearly reflected in the figures, 
particularly those relating to imports and re-exports.

In considering the movements in volume of our over- 
seas trade from quarter to quarter which are shown in 
the above table, due weight must be attached to normal 
seasonal variations in the volume of external trade. 
Before the war, imports were, on the average, lowest in 
volume in the second and third quarters of the year, 
higher in the first quarter, and highest in the last 
quarter. ‘The volume of British exports was, on the 
whole, lowest in the first quarter, and increased in sub- 
sequent quarters. It may be noted that the annual 
value of goods transhipped under bond (which are ex- 
cluded from the records of imports and re-exports) has 
been increasing in recent years. 


It will be seen from the above table that the volume 
ot imports was, as stated earlier, slightly less than in 
the corresponding quarter of 1929, and was substan- 
tially less than in the last quarter of that year. 
British exports showed a marked decline in volume 
from the quantity recorded in any quarter of last year, 
the decrease of 10 per cent. as compared with the last 
quarter of 1929 being more than that represented by 
the normal seasonal fluctuation. 
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PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA. 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND FOREIGN 
TRADE. 


In examining the trade of the Government-admin- 
stered portion of the colony, the great discrepancy 
between the volume of imports and exports through 
the southern and northern ports respectively is most 
noticeable, writes His Majesty’s Consul-General at 
Lourenco Marques in the course of his Report* on 
Kconomic Conditions in Portuguese East Africa. 
Whereas 63 per cent. of the value of total imports for 
local consumption, namely 1,433 contos of Portuguese 
goods, and 6,974 contos of foreign merchandise, entered 
through Lourengo Marques during 1928, as against 
454 contos and 1,679 contos at Quelimane and 185 and 
1,866 contos at Mozambique respectively, exports of 
colonial merchandise from Lourenco Marques were 
valued at only 1,298 contos, or 15°4 per cent. of the 
total of 8,388 contos, while the districts of Quelimane 
and Mozambique exported produce valued at 3,403 
contos and 3,316 contos respectively, or over 80 per 
cent. of the whole. 

Except for one powerful German firm with branches 
in all the northern ports, and of Nyassa Consolidated, 
Ltd., the trading organ of the late chartered company 
of Nyassa, most of the leading European business 
houses, excluding agricultural enterprises which also 
engage in trade, are established in Lourenco Marques, 
although there are important British Indian firms in 
the north. 





MARKET FOR BriITISH GOODS. 


European British interests appear less active than 
those of other nationalities as trading and produce mer- 
chants or commission agents, and though this business 
is undoubtedly a difficult one, calling for unremitting 
activity and attention in the distant up-country part of 
the colony as well as on the European produce mar- 
kets, it is considered that it offers the best opportunities 
for extending sales of British manufactured goods to 
the principal purchaser in the colony—the native— 
both as a wage earner on the large European-owned 
estates and as an agriculturist producing for himself 
and his family. 

Modern business practice shows an undoubted ten- 
dency towards the enlargement of the business unit 
and calls for a great change in the attitude of the 
ordinary business man towards new ideas; the full 
advantage of such a development can only be reaped if 
local firms and their European correspondents work 
with a frank confidence in one another and an apprecia- 
tion of each other’s problems. The day when British 
manufactures predominated has passed away, and if 
British goods are to maintain the position to which 
their quality and workmanship—and their appreciation 
by the local buyer in Portuguese Kast Africa—entitle 
them, salesmanship must be reorganised and more 
attention given to the special requirements of the 
consumer. 

Published statistics show an adverse trade balance 
which appears to be increasing, and it is almost impos- 
sible to form a trustworthy estimate of invisible im- 
ports and exports. Among the chief of the invisible 
exports may be mentioned the savings of native 
labourers in the Transvaal mines (the aggregate savings 
which they bring into the colony on repatriation is be- 
lieved to be approximately £700,000 annually); the 
profits of the international transit trade must be im- 
portant, though it has not been possible to give an esti- 
mate of its value; the Lourenco Marques Port and 
Railway accounts show a surplus of £30,000 for the last 
published statement, and the tourist traffic probably 
benefits the colony by some £40,000. Invisible imports 
include Government remittances to Lisbon for pen- 
sions, leave pay, etc. 

The Customs statistics for the Mozambique Com- 
pany’s territory show that international transit trade 
is even more important there than in the Government-

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administered area, and it appears that to the volume 
of this trade should be added ‘‘ nationalised ’’ exports, 
comprising goods subject to little or no import duty, 
which, for convenience, are imported and subsequently 
exported from open stocks. The resulting adverse 
balance of trade amounted in 1928 to over £600,000, 
represented to some extent, at any rate, by the revenue 
derived from the transit traffic and by capital expendi- 
ture on the port of Beira and railway improvements; at 
the same time the increasing proportion of the trade of 
the territory which is dependent on its hinterland can- 
not be regarded as a sign of progress within the 
territory itself. 


Import TRADE. 


The total value of imports during 1928 into the 
State-administered portion of the colony was 49,872 
contos, of which 36,564 contos represent international 
transit trade through Lourenco Marques (80,974 
contos), Chinde (4,212 contos) and Tete (1,378 contos), 
the balance, 13,308 contos, being imports for local 
consumption. 


International transit trade fell fromm nearly 62,000 
contos in 1926 to 37,483 contos in 1927; an important 
part of this trade consisted of the export through 
Lourenco Marques of Transvaal (Witbank) coal, 
largely to India; it has been replaced only partially by 
an increase in the tonnage of ores—chrome, copper and 
asbestos—shipped through this port. An examination 
of the statistics for the export of Transvaal coal during 
1929 shows a decrease since the british stoppage of 
1926 from 772,000 tons to about half a million tons; 
export proper has fallen from 502,000 tons to approxi- 
mately 300,000 tons, the balance of the business being 
bunker coal. On the other hand, the recent annual 
increases of about 2,000 contos in imports for local con- 
sumption indicate an improved state of affairs; an en- 
couraging feature is that this increase is common to 
all five districts of the State-administered area. 





Imports from Portugal and Portuguese possessions 
increased from 1,575 contos in 1926 to 2,204 contos 
in 1928, while during the same period the value of 
foreign imports rose from 8,083 contos to 11,105 contos, 
the rate of increase being approximately the same for 
national and foreign imports. It is thus apparent that 
the mother country is by no means able to satisfy a 
large proportion of the requirements of the colony, in 
spite of the heavy preferential import duty, amounting 
to 50 per cent., and considerably more as regards wine. 
The bulk of imports from the metropolis is composed 
of such specialties as foodstuffs, principally wine, olive 
oil, dried fish and meat, lard and soap, which accounted 
for 57 per cent. of the total; while if to these specialties 
be added cotfon goods, shoes, druggists’ specialties, 
wood and cane furniture, books, paper, ordinary 
earthenware and cutlery, 75 per cent. of the total from 
Portugal is accounted for. 


Merchandise from the British Empire represents 40 
per cent. of total imports. The fact that goods for con- 
sumption within the colony from the United Kingdom, 
including purchases by the State, have increased dur- 
ing the last three and a half years from 1,820 contos in 
1926 to 2,066 contos in 1927, 2,156 contos in 1928 and 
1,176 contos for the first six months of 1929, might 
appear to indicate that British manufacturers are hold- 
ing their own in the market, but this inference is 
unfortunately partly disproved by the percentages of 
British to total imports; they were 18°83 per cent. in 
1926, 17°37 per cent. in 1927, 13-85 per cent. in 1928, 
rising to 16°56 per cent. for the first six months of 
1929. On account of the extent of the South African 
market and of its geographical proximity, extensive 
commercial relations exist with the Union of South 
Africa, and urgently required goods, including a certain 
quantity of Continental and United States merchan- 
dise, are imported from there, both for Government 
and private trade requirements; re-exports from the 
Union of South Africa have been increasing steadily 
in value from 728 contos in 1927 to 951 contos in 1928. 
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British Empire TRADE. 

Deducting these figures, imports of Empire pro. 
duction and manufacture were represented in 1928 by 
the following important items :— 

United Kingdom—2,156 contos, including :—cottons 
(564); industrial and agricultural machinery and _ tools 
(141); vehicles, including motor boats and tyres (82); food- 
stuffs (85); metal work, rails, cutlery, etc. (79); woollen 
goods (60); whisky, etc. (57); silk and artificial silk (28): 
inks and dyes (54); clothing (43); paper (43); gramophoneg 
and records (19); firearms (16), and leather goods (14 
contos). 

India—1,006 contos, including:—cottons (304); rice 
(276); gunny bags (116); ghee (69); tea (22); silk (18); 
groceries (12); cordage (12), and footwear (3 contos). 

Australia—277 contos, principally wheat flour (260 
contos). 

Canada—53 contos, including wheat flour (23); motor 
vehicles and tyres (14 contos). 

Other British Countries—164 contos, including :—sail 
cloth (17); cotton goods (15); petrol (13); iron (10); rice 
(8); potatoes (7); sorghum (7); sugar (6); tea (6); railway 
material, fixed (other than rails) (6); silk goods (5), and 
gunny bags (38 contos). 

Union of South Africa (local production), 711 contos, in- 
cluding :—coal (253); cereals (103); butter (59); fresh fruit 
and vegetables (55); potatoes (45); fireclay (30); preserved 
fish and meat (27); onions (19); biscuits (16); cheese (14); 
seeds (11); confectionery (5 contos). 

At the same time it must be remembered that 
British imports had hitherto enjoyed a much larger 
proportion of the import trade of the colony, and the 
steady decrease which has occurred during the past six 
years, namely from 63 per cent. in 1925, 53 per cent. in 
1924, 56 per cent. in 1925, 48 per cent. in 1926 and 
43 per cent. in 1927, requires the careful attention of 
manufacturers, especially now that signs are not 
wanting of approaching development of considerable 
extent and importance. In the present state of the 
Portuguese East African market, however, where less 
than 1 per cent. of the population is of Kuropean race 
and over 98 per cent. are African natives, the kaffr 
truck and low-grade soft-goods trades must, for many 
years, demand the close vigilance of the vast majority 
of manufacturers trading with East Africa. The state- 
ment that the requirements of African natives are of 
the simplest character is a truism, but in Portuguese 
Fast Africa the position is somewhat complicated by 
the fact that the locally employed native is generally 
fed by his employer and paid a monthly wage ranging 
from as low as 4s. to 20s.; it is partly due to the recog- 
nition of these facts, coupled with the steady and 
regular work of commercial travellers and dealers ia 
competitive goods that German, Japanese, Belgian, 
Italian and other foreign goods reach this colony in 
increasing quantities. 


Export TRADE. 


Of the total exports from the colony in 1928, viz., 
11,877 contos, only about 73 per cent. represents 
colonial merchandise, the remainder being specie 
amounting to 3,283 contos. 

Colonial exports consist of agricultural produce, and 
the slow but steady increase from 37,400 tons in 1916 
to over 150,000 tons in 1928 indicates, perhaps more 
clearly than any other single fact, the development 
which is taking place, especially in the districts of 
Quelimane and Mozambique, which account for 41 per 
cent. and 39 per cent. respectively of the total. A re- 
duction of the export duties chargeable on the chief 
items of local produce from 7 per cent. and 8 per cent. 
to 6 per cent., instituted in August, 1929, represents 
the Government’s support of this trade. 

The United Kingdom has never imported large quan- 
tities of local produce and, if the percentage of Empire 
purchases did not fall below 20°6 for 1928 and rose to 
43 for the first six months of 1929, this is due to the 
fact that, during the past six years, the Union of South 
Africa has increased the proportion of its purchases 
from 9 per cent. to 134 per cent. and nearly’ 16 per 
cent. for the first six months of 1929. Exports to the 
United Kingdom fell from 512 contos in 1927 to 417 
contos in 1928, and rose from 220 to 249 contos during 
the first six months of 1928 and 1929 respectively.

BRITISH STANDARD RAILWAY 
SIGNALLING SYMBOLS. 


The British standard railway signalling symbols 
(Part 1), dealing with schematic -symbols, has just been 
issued by the British Engineering Standards Association. 
The symbols are intended for use on general plane showing 
signalling requirements, and therefore none of them 
attempt to show the component parts of the apparatus to 
be used. They have been so designed that they may be 
combined with each other where one does not adequately 
represent the complete device. For convenience of refer- 
ence the symbols have been divided into the following seven 
sections and numbered, an alphabetical list being given at 
the end of the document:—Section 1, signals, semaphore 
and light; section 2, points; section 3, track details; 
section 4, apparatus; section 5, controls; section 6, level 
crossings; section 7, buildings. 

Part 2, which it is hoped will be completed in a few 
months’ time, will cover the wiring symbols, i.e., the 
symbols for the actual apparatus used with their electrical 
connections, and written circuits or simplified wiring 
diagrams.

Cabled advice from the Department of Agriculture, 
Pretoria, to the High Commissioner for the Union in 
London states that during the two weeks ended April 19 
the following quantities of South African produce were 
shipped to various United Kingdom ports:—Maize meal, 
18,810 bags; maize, 5,130 bags; lucerne meal, 4,830 bags. ; 
lucerne seeds, 50 bags; grits, 1,770 bags; sunflower seeds, 
714 bags; germ meal, 612 bags; chop, 8,565 bags; wool, 
scoured, 1,188 bales, grease, 15,600 bales; mohair, 162 
hales; hides, dry, 565 bales, wet, 644 bales; sheepskins, 
merino, 552 bales; others, 240 bales; goatskins, 215 bales; 
wattle bark, 497 tons; wattle extract, 111,675 lbs.; beef, 
forequarters, 2,379, hindquarters, 2,604; cheese, 603,354 
lbs.; butter, 143,584 lbs., and sugar, 467 tons. 

In addition the following boxes of fruit were dispatched 
on April 15 and 18:—Grapes, 24,787; persimmons, 366; 
pears, 27,595; apples, 68; melons, 3; oranges, 497, and 
Pines, 896. 





MALAYAN RUBBER STOCKS. 


An official cable from Singapore to the Malayan Informa- 
tion Agency in London states that on March 31 dealers’ 
stocks of rubber in Singapore amounted to 32,629 tons, ‘and 
in Penang 5,500 tons, while Singapore Harbour Board 
stocks were 3,662 tons and 5,066 tons respectively.

Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) report

UNITED STATES TRADE CONDITIONS. 


A cable received by the London office of the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York states that lead demand has 
improved, but is still below the 1930 average; zinc and tin 
prices are slightly lower, but the markets are not very 
active. More seasonable weather in the Central West has 
stimulated retail trade; there is less improvement, how- 
ever, in the East. Wholesale trade is generally better. 
Some reports indicate that business now is in the most 
hopeful condition since the recession. Sales of 532 depart- 
ment stores in March were 12 per cent. below a year ago; 
23 store chains were 9-67 per cent. below, showing the 
effects of the late Easter. Some branches of industry have 
improved. Merchandise exports in March were 347 million 
dollars, as against 489,849,000 dols. a year ago. Imports 
were 300 million dols., as against 383,818,000 dols. Cotton 
consumed in March was 572,552 bales, including linters, as 
against 556,127 in the preceding month and 708,233 a year 
ago. Production of standard cotton cloth in March was 
11:8 per cent. below sales and 1-6 below shipments. Rail- 
way freight loadings for the week ended April 5 were 
907,928 cars, this being 50,287 below a year ago and 11,424 
below two years ago. Construction contracts awarded in 
March were the largest since August, being 45 per cent. 
above the preceding month, but 5 per cent. below a year 
ago. 

“The average daily crude oil production for the week 
ended April 12 was 2,561,150 barrels, as against 2,530,450 
in the preceding week and 2,615,050 a year ago. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended April 19 was 90:7, against 91-3 
a week earlier and 90-8 a fortnight carlier.

BRITISH EMPIRE TRADE EXHIBITION, 
BUENOS AIRES, 1931. 


As a result of the initiative of the British Chamber of 
Commerce in Buenos Aires, a British Empire Trade Ex- 
hibition is to be held in the beautiful grounds of the 
Argentine Rural Society, adjoining Palermo Park, in the 
centre of Buenos Aires, from March 14 to April 27, 1931, 
The Argentine Rural Society have kindly placed their 
grounds, and the buildings which they contain, at the dis- 
posal of the organisers of the Exhibition. The project has 
the warm approval and financial support of the British 
banks, railways, shipping and cable companies, etc., and of 
a large number of other British commercial undertakings 
in Argentina. 


The Exhibition will be divided into a number of sections 
in order to provide for the adequate representation of the 
various trades and industries of the British Empire. The 
main sections will deal with textiles, wearing apparel, foot- 
wear; applied science, chemicals, foodstuffs, beverages, 
toilet requisites; applied art, furniture and sport; building 
and decoration, household machinery, ete.; while in the 
machinery section there will be halls or sections dealing 
with electrical equipment, hardware, small tools, light 
machinery, etc.; heavy machinery of all descriptions, agri- 
cultural machinery and implements, factory equipment, 
heavy chemicals and oils, locomotives, railway and tram- 
way equipment, road-making machinery, motor cars, cycles 
and commercial vehicles, aviation and motor boats.

TRANSLATION OF LETTER FROM THE ARGENTINE RURAL 
Society To THE British CHAMBER OF COMMERCE IN THE 
ARGENTINE AGREEING TO THE POSTPONEMENT OF A DAIRY 
SHow in OrperR To Assist THE British TRADE Farr, 
AND GIVING THE REASON FOR THEIR Po.Licy IN so Dorna. 


April 7, 1930. 


‘The Committee of the Argentine Rural Society at their 
meeting of the 25th ultimo considered the request contained in 
your letter of the 13th March, and adopted the resolution con- 
tained in the Minute that I have pleasure in transcribing 
below :— 


‘‘ The request from the British Chamber of Commerce for 
the modification of the date from which the Palermo Show 
grounds have been granted for the British Exhibition to be 
held in the Argentine in 1931 was discussed at length in 
view of the fact that the said change of date makes it im- 
possible to hold in that year the Dairy Exhibition, which the 
Society organises annually in accordance with its fundamental 
objects of agro-pecuarian development. In view of the 
reasons for the Chamber’s request which apparently make it 
impossible to inaugurate the British Exhibition on the date 
originally fixed, various members of the Committee spoke 
appreciating the respective benefits that the cne or the other 
of the Exhibitions mentioned would bring to the country, and 
fully appreciating at the same time the inconvenience of the 
suspension of either of these Shows. In view of the extra- 
ordinary importance at the present time of closer commercial 
relationship between Great Britain and Argentina, especially 
in the interests of the stock-breeders and agriculturalists of 
this country, whereas purchase of our beef, grain and wool 
depends in great measure on the purchasing capacity of the 
British people, and counselled by the Society of practising 
the wise policy of ‘ buying from those who buy from us,’ the 
moment for effective action has arrived and no sacrifice should 
be omitted for the welfare of this economic policy. It was 
resolved to grant the show grounds for the British Exhibition 
to be held from the 14th March to the 27th April, 1931, it 
being necessary to arrange with the British Chamber of Com- 
merce the solution of a number of matters arising out of this 
modification, such as the study and authorization of the 
modification it is proposed to carry out in the show grounds, 
in accordance with the Clauses of the Agreement as per 
letters 24th July and 22nd October last year, taking specially 
into account the reciprocal interests of this Society and of 
the present exhibitors of machinery, advertisers, etc., and 
that our Annual Cattle Show must be held as usual in the 
year 1931.”’

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TRANSLATION OF REPLY OF THE BRITISH CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE TO THE ABOVE LETTER. 
April 9, 1930. 
In the name of the British Chamber of Commerce in the 
Argentine Republic it gives me great pleasure to acknowledge 
receipt of the note of that esteemed Society dated 7th instant, 
and in reply to express to you our sincere recognition of the 
deferential attention which you have shown to our request in 
connection with the postponement of the date for holding the 
British Exhibition of Art and Industry, which is being 
organised by this Chamber.

LYONS FAIR. 


The Lyons Fair this year was divided into 34 sections, 
states H.M. Consul at Lyons in a Report to the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade. The agricultural machinery 
exhibit was shown at the other end of the town on an area 
of 38,000 square metres, and was open during the second 
week of the Fair only. The total number of exhibitors this 
year was 3,500, being divided among the principal sections 
as follows :—

The foreign participation in the Fair was smaller than 
last year, the number of exhibitors, according to the cata- 
logue, being 225, or some 6 per cent. of the whole. 


There were 18 British exhibitors, who displayed the 
following classes of goods:—Rubber products; metallurgy 
and machinery; medical products; hosiery, etc.; per- 
fumery; brushware; toys and sports; foodstuffs and 
beverages; paper and printing supplies; agricultural 
machinery; transport and touring exhibits. 

The other foreign exhibitors came principally from the 
following countries:—Germany, 102 stands, chiefly toys, 
china, knitting machines, and various other kinds of 
machinery; the United States, 41 stands, chiefly motor 
cars, and Switzerland, 22 stands, mainly textile machinery. 
The Spanish Government furnished 8 stands, the goods 
displayed being chiefly blankets, pottery, shawls, wines, 
jewellery, hats and hosiery.

Commerce in France and the Brussels Fair Office also par- 
ticipated. The French Colonial Government exhibit com- 
prised 9 stands, and also included a small range of samples 
of foreign goods imported into the Colonies, such as hard- 
ware, soaps and textiles. . 


The Fair was well attended, visitors numbering some 
570,000 persons. Foreign buyers were stated to be more 
numerous than in any year since 1924. The amount of 
business done at the Fair is reported to have been satisfac- 
tory, especially in textile and knitting machinery, gloves, 
paper, printing and office supplies, motor cars, toys and 
sports articles.

PRAGUE SPRING FAIR. 


A Report addressed to the Department of Overseas Trade 
by the Commercial Secretary, H.M. Legation, Prague, 
states that the Prague International Spring Fair was held 
this year between March 16 and 23. There were 3,027 
exhibitors, which figure constitutes a record. Of these, 375 
came from abroad. The number of entries in the most 
important sections of the Fair were as follows:—Building 
trade, 120; metallurgical industries, engineering, 840; 
electrical engineering, mechanics, optics, 221; timber and 
woodworking trades, 334; textiles, 189; clothing and out- 
fitting, 107; fancy goods, 109; leather trade, boots and 
shoes, 134; glass, porcelain, ceramics, 112; industrial art, 
066; chemicals and sanitation, 184; musical instruments, 65; 
toys, 70; paper, school and office requisites, 129; jewellery, 
clocks and watches, 13, and miscellaneous group, 214. 


A special feature of the Fair was the Modern Cities and 
Health Exhibition, held in connection with the first Inter- 
national Congress of Sanitary Engineers, at which twenty- 
two nations were represented. The attendance at the Fair 
is estimated to have been 520,000. The percentages of 
foreign buyers were mainly as follows:—Austrian, 26-7; 


Jugo-Slav, 12-6; Roumanian, 10-8; Hungarian, 10-4; Polish, 


10; German, 6-4; British, 2-2; Dutch, 2-2; Italian, 1-8, 
and American, 1-6.

BRITISH WEST INDIES. 
TRADE AND CROP CONDITIONS. 


The following notes have been extracted from the reports 
of Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) 
managers to headquarters :— 

Trade conditions throughout the British West Indies and 
British Guiana continue to be depressed, being dominated 
by the crisis in the sugar industry, as well as by the low 
prices ruling for most of the staple commodities produced by 
these Colonies. 

Weather conditions in Barbados have been very dry, and 
rain is needed. The young sugar crop has not, so far, been 
seriously affected. The tourist traffic to this island for the 
season has not been so good as that of last year. 

The weather has been rather dry in Trinidad and a few 
showers would be very welcome. Sugar reaping operations 
continue to progress favourably; the crop is now half 
gathered, and the output should compare favourably with 
that of past years. Copra continues to arrive freely, but 
prices remain low and the market is weak. 

The weather has been very hot and dry in Jamaica. 
There is not much demand for bananas. Shipments of this 
fruit during February amounted to 1,471,900 stems, as com- 
pared with 967,800 stems in February last year. 

In the Leeward and Windward Islands weather conditions 
have been mostly very dry, and good rains generally would 
be welcome. 

Weather is seasonable and favourable to the crops in 
British Guiana. Conditions have been satisfactory for rice 
milling and the market has been slightly more active. 
Unemployment is increasing, owing to the retrenchment 
which is being observed by all the sugar estates. 





CANADA. 
CO-OPERATIVE MARKETING IN MANITOBA. 


(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 


WINNIPEG. 

According to the Co-operative Marketing Board’s Third 
Annual Report to the Legislative Assembly of Manitoba 
co-operative purchasing of farm and household supplies by 
farmers is making considerable progress in Manitoba, in 
fact the business done by consumers’ associations, while 
much smaller in extent than that done by the marketing 
bodies, has made a larger gain during the past year on a 
percentage basis. Returns received by the Registrar of 
Co-operative Associations show that 29 incorporated asso- 
ciations, with 1,918 members, made sales in 1928 to the 
amount of 508,454-62 dollars, as compared with eleven 
associations and sales of 246 681: 95 dols. in 1927. Only one 
association reported a deficit on the year’s operations, this 
amounting to about 660 dols. The remaining 28 associa- 
tions showed a combined surplus of about 18,848 dols. 

The paid-up capital of the 29 asociations at the end of 
1928 amounted to 65,606 dols., and the surplus of assets 
over liabilities and capital to 33,114 dols. Ten riggs 
declared patronage dividends, amounting to 5,648 dols., 
addition to paying interest on paid-up capital in hen 
cases at the rate of 7 per cent. per annum. 





During the past fiscal year (1928-29) 24 new con- 
sumers’ associations were incorporated, the majority of 
which did not commence business in time to make returns 
for the calendar year 1928, and it is evident that a further 
increase in the number and turnover of consumers’ associa- 
tions will be reported next year. The total number of 
associations incorporated under the Act and now in exist- 
ence is 286, of which 158 are pool elevator associations, 
while consumer and livestock shipping associations number 
57 and 50 respectively. 


INCREASE IN MEMBERSHIP. 


The total increase in the number of associations incor- 
porated under the Co-operative Associations Act during 
the past year was 71, classified as follows :—Consumers’ 
associations, 24; livestock shipping associations, 24; pool 
elevator associations, 19; and fish marketing, weigh scale, 
community hall and publishing associations, one each. 





CYPRUS. 
FOREIGN TRADE IN FEBRUARY. 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
that the trade returns for February show little difference 
from those for the same month of 1929; imports were 
slightly below the quinquennial average, but exports 
showed an excess of £27,765. For the month under survey 
imports were valued at £107,657 and exports £120,644. 

There were increases in imports of coffee (+ £3,969); 
iron and steel (+ £2,536); leather (+ £2,597), and woollen 
goods (+ £2,608), and decreases in flour (— £8,789); 
machinery (— £7,506); motor cars (— £3,363); sacks 
(— £2,059), and wheat (— £2,222). 

The quantities of goods exported were in excess of those 
for the corresponding month of last year, but owing to 
world depression prices realised were lower. The principal 
decreases in value were: asbestos (— £8,937); carobs 
(— £7,921), and raisins (— £5,324). There were increases 
in oranges and lemons (+ £1,488); pyrites (+ £13,556), 
and wines (+ £1,369). 

Shipping was above the average. 

A comparative statement, showing the principal imports 
and exports during February, 1930, and the average of the 
past five years for the same month, is appended.

ESTONIA. 
FOREIGN TRADE IN FEBRUARY. 


The British Consul at Tallinn reports that the total value 
of the foreign trade of the country during February was 
14,515,300 kroons, imports representing 7,858,800 kr., as 
against 6,325,000 kr. in February, 1929; while exports 
totalled 6,656,500 kr. and 5,584,800 kr. respectively, a 
balance in favour of the former of 1 ,202,300 kr. It should 
be stated that, according to amended figures, imports in 
January totalled 9,240 900 kr. The total value of imports 
for the first two months of 1930 was 17,099,700 kr. 
(17,350,300 kr. in 1929), and exports 13,912,100 kr. 
(13,484,700 kr. in 1929), an adverse balance for the current 
year of 3,187,600 kr. 


As regards imports into Estonia, Great Britain took the 
fifth place during February with goods to a value of 
502,000 kr., other contributors being Germany 2,311,300 kr., 
the United States 1,180,200 kr., Poland 718,800 kr., the 
Soviet Union 579,400 kr. Great Britain imported Estonian 
goods to a value of 2,537,000 kr., as against 1,398,900 kr. 
imported by Germany.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY AND FEBRUARY. 


According to the Association of Italian Corporations, 
Rome, the trade statistics for the first two months of the 
current year show a persistent decline in the value of 
imports, ‘while exports remain at much the same level as 
in the corresponding months of 1929. The following table 
gives particulars of the trade of the country during 
January and February, 1930, together with the compara-

The unfavourable balance of trade for the two months 
thus stood at 936 million lire at the end of February, as 
against 1,494-6 million lire for the corresponding period of 
1929, an improvement of 558-6 million lire. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED STATES IN 1929. 


A study of the statistics for trade between Italy and 
the United States during the year under review shows a 
considerable increase in Italian imports of cotton (405-2 
million lbs., as against 386-2 millions in 1928), but a very 
marked decline of wheat imports (750,283 bushels, as 
against 6,956,000 bushels), states the Association of Italian 
Corporations, Rome. Of copper, which also ranks high in 
order of importance, 85-4 million lbs. were imported, as 
against 116 million Ibs. in 1928. While total Italian imports 
of mineral oils rose in 1929 as compared with 1928, America’s 
share of the trade declined by some 3 million dollars, im- 
ports from the Soviet Union and Roumania rising more 
than proportionately. On the export side there was a large 
increase for olive oil, and Italian cheeses accounted for 
nearly half of American imports of that food. The most 
marked improvement, however, was in the exports of raw 
silk, which rose to 2,134,000 lbs., valued at 7,983,940 dols. 
in 1929, as against 792,231 Ibs., valued at 3,559,571 dols., in 
1928. Export of silk materials also increased, rising from 
171,746 Ibs., valued at 994,269 dols., in 1928, to 227,547 Ibs., 
valued at 1,193,289 dols., in 1929.

BERNE. 

The month of February was characterised by a slight 
improvement in the trade balance of Switzerland, which, 
while remaining unfavourable, showed an excess of imports 
over exports of 48-1 million francs, as compared with 61-6 
million frs. in January. Exports covered imports to the 
extent of 76-5 per cent., as against 70-4 per cent. in the 
preceding month. ‘The total value of Swiss foreign trade 
increased by 7-1 million frs. and reached 361-9 million frs., 
but, whereas exports recorded an advance of 10-3 million 
frs. and amounted to 156-9 million frs., imports declined 
from 208-2 million frs. in January, to 205-0 million frs. 
in February.

Imports of foodstuffs were generally smaller, except in the 
case of coffee, cocoa beans, which increased from 800,000 frs. 
in January to 2 million frs. in the month under review, 
and oats. Purchases of raw materials for the textile 
industry were also smaller, e.g., raw cotton, 6-3 million frs., 
as against 9-5 million frs.; raw silk, 3-1 million frs., as 
against 4 million frs.; rayon, 1-8 million frs., as against 2-1 
million frs., and raw ‘‘ schappe,”’ 2-5 million frs., as against 
2-7 million frs.; raw wool, however, provided an exception 
and recorded an increase from 3-7 million frs. to 5-1 million 
frs. In other lines, a decline in imports was registered in 
the case of pig iron and semi-manufactured iron products; 
coal, from 12 million frs. to 9-8 million frs.; apparatus, 
from 5-3 million frs. to 4:3 million frs., and petrol, from 
2-5 million frs. to 2-3 million frs., while a firmer tendency 
was observed in respect of copper, 2-2 million frs., as 
against 1-7 million frs., and other metals, other than iron 
and steel and machinery, 8-6 million frs., as against 7-9 mil- 
lion frs. There were fewer motor cars imported, 811, as 
ge 864, but their value remained unchanged at 5-5 mil- 
ion frs.

BRITISH INDIA. 
DUTY ON WIRELESS APPARATUS REDUCED. 


The ‘‘Indian Trade Journal’”’ of April 10 publishes a 
Customs Notification (No. 11 of 1930, dated April 5) which 
reduces the duty on wireless apparatus imported into India 
to 12 per cent. ad valorem in the case of apparatus de- 
signed solely for the reception of broadcast wireless, and 
such component parts of apparatus for wireless telegraphy 
or telephony as can be used as parts of apparatus for the 
reception of broadcast wireless; and to 2: per cent. 
ad valorem in the case of other apparatus for wireless tele- 
graphy or telephony and other component parts thereof. 


The Notification provides, however, that for this purpose 
nothing shall be deemed to be a component part of apparatus 
for wireless telegraphy or telephony unless it is essential for 
the working of such apparatus, and has been given for that 
purpose some special shape or quality that would not be 
essential for its use for any other purpose. 





, CANADA. 
IMPORT OF CATTLE FROM GREAT BRITAIN. 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Canada reports 
that, according to information furnished to the press by 
the Minister of Agriculture, the issue of permits for the 
importation of cattle from Scotland and England would be 
considered as from March 8 and March 15 respectively. 





KENYA. 
IMPORT OF TRADE SPIRITS, ETC., 
PROHIBITED. 


An Order of March 11, issued under the Kenya Customs 
Management Ordinance, 1926, prohibits the importation 
into the Colony and Protectorate of Kenya of :— 

(a) Trade spirits of every kind, and beverages mixed 
with these spirits; and 

(b) Distilled beverages containing essential oils or 
chemical products which are recognised as injurious to 
health, such as thuyone, star anise, benzoic aldehyde, 
salicylic esters, hyssop and absinthe. 





KENYA, UGANDA AND TANGANYIKA 
TERRITORIES. 


NEW CUSTOMS TARIFFS. 


The Board of Trade are informed that new Customs 
Tariff Bills were approved in Kenya, Uganda and Tan- 
ganyika Territory on April 17. The Tariffs are, as 
formerly, identical, but in the case of certain goods pro- 
vision is made for the application of ‘‘ suspended ”’ duties 
which may be enforced by any Government by agreement 
with the others or by all the Governments.

TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO. 


DUTY ON SUGAR INCREASED. 


A Resolution passed by the Legislative Council of 
Trinidad on April 4 increased the Customs duty on im- 
ported refined sugar to 4s. per 100 lbs. under the British 
Preferential Tariff, and 8s. per 100 lbs. under the General 
Tariff. These rates are double those formerly in force. 





FOREIGN. 


BELGIUM. 
IMPORT OF MATCHES. 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ of April 13 contains a Decree, 
dated April 12, which imposes special increased duties on 
matches (other than wax, stearine, etc., matches) 
originating in or coming from the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics, when imported into Belgium. 

In order to be admitted at the ordinary (‘‘ Minimum ’’) 
Tariff rate of duty, matches which are not of Soviet origin 
must be accompanied by a certificate of origin (written, 
printed or stamped on the invoice, etc., and duly visaed by 
a Belgian Consul) in the form prescribed by the Decree,

CHILE. 
DUTY ON RADIATORS REDUCED. 


H.M. Representative at Santiago has forwarded transla- 
tion of a Law (No. 4819) which raises a new heading 
(No. 1269 A) in the Chilean Tariff for ‘‘ radiators for 
central heating, for steam, water or hot air circulation, 
and unspecified parts of such radiators,’’ with a duty of 
25 centavos (gold) per kilog., gross weight. 

Water radiators were formerly dutiable under Tariff 
No. 1269 at 70 centavos per kilog., and other radiators 
under Tariff No. 1270 at 1 peso per kilog. The President is 
authorised to restore these duties when such radiators are 
produced in Chile in good condition and sufficient quan- 
tities. 

IMPORT OF SCRAP IRON. 


A further Law (No. 4822) suppresses the duty of 
5 centavos per kilog. on scrap iron imported through the 
port of Chanaval in the north of Chile. The President is 
authorised to extend this freedom from duty to other ports 
should the interests of the metallurgical industry require it. 

The Law is valid for two years, but the duty may be 
reimposed before the expiry of that period should sufficient 
analogous raw materials be produced in the country. 





CUBA. 


DUTY ON CERTAIN GIN REDUCED. 


The Cuban ‘‘Gaceta Oficial’? of March 28 contains a 
Decree, effective on April 2, which raises a new Tariff sub- 
heading (No. 276E) for aromatic gin (ginebra aromatica) in 
bottles, flasks, demijohns and similar receptacles, with a 
duty, under the ‘‘ General ”’ Tariff, of 36 centavos per litre. 
The former ‘‘ General”’ Tariff duty on gin in bottles, etc., 
under Tariff No. 276b was 90 centavos per litre. 





DENMARK. 


CUSTOMS AND EXCISE DUTIES ON 
SPIRITUOUS LIQUIDS AMENDED. 

H.M. Representative at Copenhagen has forwarded 
translation of a Law (No. 82), dated March 22 and effec- 
tive as from the same date, which amends the Customs and 
Excise duties leviable in Denmark on alcoholic liquids. 
The goods affected and the alterations in Customs duties 
are shown in the following statement. 

The excise surtax levied, in addition to the Customs 
duty, on imported alcoholic liquids is increased from 7} to 
84 kr. per litre of 50 per cent. strength or less (Tralles 
alcoholometer). 

In the case of imported or domestic isopropyl] alcohol and 
methyl alcohol, however, the surtax amounts to 17 kr. 
per litre of 100 per cent. strength, but this surtax may 
be reduced to 2-35 kr. per litre if the materials are for use 
(under control) in the production of perfumery and cos- 
metics. Exemption from payment of the surtax is granted 
to imported goods which enter duty free, and to exported 
or denatured domestic production. Exemption may also 
be accorded in respect of imported or domestic produced 
isopropyl and methyl alcohol for use for medicinal or 
scientific purposes or for technical purposes other than the 
manufacture of fruit ethers, essences, etc., perfumery or 
cosmetics.

The Law contains provisions regulating the industrial 
production in Denmark of amyl, butyl, propyl and methyl 
alcohol and industrial production of acetates involving the 
use of fusel oil. A tax on production, at the rate of 60 ére 
per litre, is levied on amyl, butyl, propyl and methyl 
alcohol of domestic manufacture and on acetates produced 
in Denmark invoiving the use of fusel oil; but the tax is 
not leviable on exports or on articles denatured so as to be 
useless for the production of articles of food or drink, 
perfumes or cosmetics. 


EXPORT OF BACON, ETC., TO THE UNITED

FRANCE. 


BUDGET LAW: 
TURNOVER TAX ALTERATIONS, ETC. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of April 17 contains the 
French General Budget Law for 1930-31, dated Aprii 16. 
Some provisions of this Law of interest to importers and 
exporters in this country are summarised below. 


Turnover Tax.—Art. 53 exempts from the Turnover Tax 
transactions relating to raw wool, in the mass or on the 
skin, in the grease or washed, wool obtained by stripping 
(délainage), combed or carded wool, noils, waste, woollen 
rags and shoddy. 

Art. 54 provides that the Turnover Tax on wine, cider, 
perry, Wine grapes, cider apples and perry pears is to be 
collected in the form of a single tax payable at the time 
of drawing up the pass (congé) which accompanies the 
beverage to the retailer or consumer. The rate of the tax 
on wine is fixed at 5} frs. per hectolitre when the price 
of wine of type 9 does not exceed 150 frs. It is to become 
6} frs. per hectolitre when the price of such wine exceeds 
150 but does not exceed 200 frs., increasing by 1 fr. for 
each further rise of 50 frs. above this price. Cider and 
perry are to pay half the rate in force for wine. 

Art. 58 reduces the rate of the internal Turnover Tax 
on potatoes to 0°55 per cent. 

Art. 60 provides for exemption from Turnover Tax of 
articles imported to be re-exported after fashioning 
(fagonnage). 

Control of Sale, etc., of Rum.—Art. 44 prohibits the 
sale or holding for sale, under any name whatsoever, of 
mixed, aromatised spirits, coloured or not, even if con- 
taining a percentage of rum or tafia, if they possess the 
organoleptic characteristics of rum or tafia and cannot 
be proved to consist wholly of original rum or tafia, reduced 
or not, without the addition of any other spirit. Rum 
may, however, continue to be used for the preparation of 
therapeutic compounds, elixirs and liqueurs which, on 
account of their presentation, destination and taste, can- 
not be confused with rum or tafia even when reduced with 
water. 

Miscellaneous.—Other provisions of the Law withdraw 
the tax on passengers embarking or disembarking in a 
French port, and reduce the taxes on food and drink, etc., 
consumed in restaurants, etc. 





NEW DUTIES ON MOTOR CARS AND PARTS. 


The French ‘* Journal Officiel ’’ of April 18 contains a 
law, dated April 17, introducing specific Customs duties 
for motor cars and motor car parts in place of the ad 
valorem rates hitherto leviable. The new schedule is re- 
produced in full below, together with an indication of the 
rates originally proposed in the corresponding Bills as first 
introduced in the Chamber of Deputies (see the “‘ B.T.J.”’ 
of January 16, pages 103-4, and January 30, page 188).

FRANCE AND ALGERIA. 
DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN MATERIAL 
FROM GERMANY. 


Recent issues of the French ‘ Journal Officiel ’’ contain 
Decrees providing for the duty-free admission into France 
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or Algeria, under certain conditions, of material imported 
from Germany as reparations in kind by the following;:— 


Société Lorraine-Champagne (for constructing a ling 
for carrying electric power at 120,000 volts betwee 
Landres and Révigny). 

Paris-Lyons-Mediterranean Railway (Aigerian system) 
and Algerian State Railways. 


IMPORT AND SALE OF BLENDED WINE. 

The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ of April 20 contains 
a Law, dated April 19, which modifies the Law of 
January 1 controlling the trade in wines in France and 
Algeria (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 23, page 133). The 
prohibition imposed by the earlier Law on the import and 
sale (except for distilling or vinegar-making) of ‘‘ blended” 
wines now applies to such wines containing less than § 
(formerly 9) degrees of actual alcohol or with a combined 
alcohol and acidity of less than 12 degrees (formerly 12 
degrees or less). The new Law also authorises the French 
Government to expend, up to December 31, 1930, a sum 
not excedieng 250 million francs in the purchase of alcohol 
(of at least 60°) obtained from wine, to be sold to users of 
natural alcohol for making beverages. 





GERMANY. 


IMPORT DUTY ON PIGS REDUCED. 


The ‘‘ Reichszollblatt ’”’ of April3 contains an Order, dated 
March 29 and effective as from April 7, which reduces the 
German import duty on pigs (Tariff No. 106) from 27 to 18 
Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. live weight. 

(This Tariff alteration is made under the sliding scale 
provisions of the Note to Tariff No. 106 introduced by the 
Law of December 22 last—see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 2, 


(page 20). ]

The ad valorem duty in force (15 per cent.) will be 
chargeable upon valuations so fixed without deduction, 
except that the tare allowance for bales is fixed at 5 per 
cent. of the gross weight, and that when goods liable to 
the Tariff are imported in receptacles other than bales the 
tare allowance will be the actual ascertained weight of 
such receptacles. 

Remnants (cut pieces), embroidered materials mixed 
with silk or artificial silk, shawls, nettings, tulles, em- 
broidered lappets, furnishing fabrics and either imitation 
or other kinds of unprinted gobelin, are not included 
the present Tariff, and will be assessed to duty ad valorem 
on “Real Value” as defined in Section 30 of the Sea 


Customs Law. 
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In order to avoid detailed examination of goods, pro- 
duction of invoices relative to consignments imported will 
be necessary. Invoices, besides Customs Declaration, must 
indicate the weight either per bale (or package) or per 
piece of material and the kind of material, according to 
the valuation set out above, as well as the number, length 
and width of pieces of each kind imported. When width 
is shown to the nearest inch the manner of calculation will 
be on average. 





ITALY. 


CREATION OF FREE ZONE (FIUME). 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ”? (Rome) for March 18 contains 
a Royal Decree-Law dated March 17, instituting the Free 
Zone of the Carnaro, which includes the communes of Fiume, 
Abbarzia, Volosca and Laurana, and part of the territories 
of neighbouring communes. The exact delimitation of the 
Free Zone is given in a Ministerial Decree dated March 29 
and published in the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ for April 1. The 
Decree-Law is to remain in force until December 31, 1931, 
when the economic conditions of the district are to be re- 
viewed to ascertain if circumstances warrant the con- 
tinuance of the system. 


The Free Zone district is to be considered as outside the 
Italian Customs frontier, so that Customs duties will not be 
levied on foreign goods imported thereinto. Exemption from 
internal taxes on manufacture and sales is also provided for, 
except in the case of consumption of gas and electric power. 
The turnover tax (tassa sugli scamb7) will, however, be levied 
on goods imported for consumption in the Free Zone. The 
treatment of monopolised articles and of goods subject to 
monopoly taxes (salt, tobacco, matches, etc.) remains un- 
altered. 


National or nationalised goods exported from Italian 
Customs territory into the Free Zone may be re-imported 
duty-free into the Customs territory, subject to surveillance 
by the Customs authorities. 


The establishment of new industries within the Free Zone 
is subject to the approval of the Italian Government. In- 
dustries established or which may be established in the Free 
Zone may be considered as in the Customs territory on 
condition that they remain subject to permanent Customs 
supervision; they may pay on products manufactured in the 
Free Zone and intended for export to the Italian Customs 
territory the Customs duties applicable to the foreign raw 
materials used in their manufacture; and they may be 
allowed to import Italian raw materials for use in manu- 
facture and subsequent re-export to the Italian Customs 
territory.

DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION OF PETROLEUM 
ETHER. 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’ for April 3 contains a Royal 
Decree-Law, dated March 17 and effective as from April 3, 
which provides for the introduction of the following Note 
to No. 643d Petrol (benzina) of the Italian Customs Tariff, 
v1Z. :— 

Petroleum ether (etere di petrolio) for use as a solvent 
in the extraction of concrete essences from flowers is 
exempted from duty to the extent of an annual contin- 
gent of 30 metric tons, subject to compliance with regula- 
tions and conditions to be laid down by the Minister of 
Finance. 


“TEMPORARY IMPORTATION ” FACILITIES. 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) for April 3 contains 
a Royal Decree-Law, dated March 17 and effective as from 
April 4, which extends the ‘‘ temporary importation ”’ 
facilities to ribbons of cellophane and of cellophane mixed 
with ramie (so-called racello, i.e., fibres of ramie inter- 
posed between two layers of cellophane), not more than 
45 mm. in width, imported for use in the manufacture of 
hat plaitings and hats (provisional concession for one year). 


The minimum quantity that may be so imported is fixed 
at 50 kilogs., and the maximum time allowed for re-export 


one year. 
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NICARAGUA. 
DUTIES ON TEXTILES IN SHORT LENGTHS. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a recent 
Nicaraguan Congressional Decree regarding the Tariff treat- 
ment of certain piece-goods when imported into Nicaragua 
in short lengths. 

Under the Tariff, the duties on piece-goods of cotton, 
linen, hemp, jute, etc., falling under Tariff Nos. 442-5 and 
546-8 vary according to the number of threads per unit of 
area, and the duties on piece-goods of wool (pure or mixed) 
or of real or artificial silk (pure or mixed) falling under 
Tariff Nos. 590 or 613-4 vary according to the weight of the 
cloth per square metre. The effect of the present Decree 
is that when piece-goods, covered by one Tariff number, are 
imported in a single case or bale, in lengths of not more 
than 10 yards in the case of cotton, 5 yards in the case of 
linen, etc., or wool or 8 yards in the case of silk or rayon, 
one rate of duty is to be applied to the whole package 
irrespective of the number of threads per unit of area or of 
the weight of the cloth per square metre.

NORWAY. 


CONTROL OF QUALITY OF MEDICINAL FISH 
LIVER OIL. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘B.T.J.”’ of October 17 last, it should be noted that 
new regulations on the subject have been issued by a Royal 
Resolution of December 20 last, which supersede the regula- 
tions laid down by the Royal Resolution of January 10 and 
August 23, 1929. 

The new regulations are similar to those formerly in force, 
but contain additional provisions prohibiting the mixing of 
fish liver oil which is prepared outside Norway with oil pre- 
pared in the Kingdom (including oil prepared on board a 
Norwegian vessel), and requiring oil made in Norway 
wholly from cod liver to be branded with the designation 
‘Norsk medisinsk torsklevertran’’ (Norwegian medicinal 
cod liver oil) or similar designation, while other medicinal 
oil prepared in the Kingdom must be branded to show that 
it is a medicinal oil of Norwegian origin. 

Detailed regulations issued in virtue of the Resolution 


by the Ministry of Commerce lay down, inter alia, that 


foreign medicinal oil may only be imported after the Analy- 
tical Station of the Control has been given proper notifica- 
tion. Such imported oil must not be mixed with Norwegian 
oil and will not be released to the importer until it has been 
passed by the Analytical Station. The latter Station must 
also be notified before imported oil can be transferred from 
one buyer to another.

PERSIA. 
SURCHARGE ON CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


With reference to the notice in last week’s ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ 
(page 572), respecting the value of the kran for Persian 
Customs duty purposes, telegraphic information has now 
been received from H.M. Representative at Teheran to the 
effect that the surcharge of 20 per cent. of the Customs 
duties, which results from the ‘‘ gold standard ”’ Law pre- 
scribing that Customs duties are to be calculated at the rate 
of 50 krans to the pound sterling, will not be claimed in the 
case of goods which were actually removed from the Custom 
houses before the receipt of the instructions which were 
issued to them by telegraph on April 9, although, in prin- 
ciple, only goods which were registered by the Customs be- 
fore the Law took effect on March 21 are exempt from the 


surcharge. 





POLAND. 


EXPORT DUTY ON BRAN. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that the Polish export duty (5 zlote per 100 kilogs.) 
on rye and wheat brans has been suspended until May 31, 
by an Order dated March 14 and effective as from April 15. 
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EXPORT OF GRAIN, FLOUR AND MALT: 
REFUND OF CUSTOMS DUTY. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that the period during which the refund of duties 
paid on manures, auxiliary materials, etc., imported from 
abroad for use in the production of grain, will be granted 
on the export of grain, flour products and malt (see the 
“ B.T.J.’’? of December 5, 1929) has been extended until 
July 31, 1930. 


REGULATIONS REGARDING THE COLOURING 
OF FOODSTUFFS, ETC. 

A Polish Ministerial Order, dated January 20, lays down 
regulations, prohibiting the colouring of certain foodstuffs 
and articles of use, or restricting the colours used for this 
purpose to specified substances. A German translation of 
the Order, which is to come into force, with certain excep- 
tions, on August 3 next, and which affects imported goods 
as well as those produced in Poland, may be seen by 
persons interested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, 8.W. 1. 





PORTUGAL. 
USE OF COLOURING MATERIALS IN 
FOODSTUFFS. 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo’’ (Lisbon) for April 10 con- 
tains a Presidential Decree (No. 18,186), and a Ministerial 
Order issued thereunder, regulating the addition of colour- 
ing materials to foodstuffs imported into or sold in 
Portugal. 

The text of the regulations, to which are annexed lists 
specifying (A) the colours which may not be used in the 
preparation of foodstuffs, (B) the colours permitted to be 
used for this purpose, as well as a statement showing, for 
certain foodstuffs, the colours which are permitted or pro- 
hibited to be used in their preparation, may be seen by 
persons interested on application to the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 





ROUMANIA. 
IMPORT DUTY ON SUGAR INCREASED. 
H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that, in virtue 
of a Decision of the Council of Ministers, dated April 4 
and published in the “ Official Gazette ’’ of April 9, the 
‘‘ Minimum ”’ Customs duty on refined sugar imported into 
Roumania has been increased provisionally as from April 1, 
as follows :—

SWEDEN. 
IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN SEEDS. 


Under a Royal Decree, dated January 9, the following 
seeds may only be imported into Sweden, if they are con- 
tained in sacks which are marked outside in a distinct 
and easily visible manner with the words ‘‘ Utlindsk fré ”’ 
(foreign seeds), and if they have been treated with eosine 
solution, viz., medick (medicago lupulina), alsike clover 
(trifollum hybridum), red clover (trifolitum pratense), 
white clover (trifolium repens), cocksfoot (dactylis 
glomerate), meadow fescue (festuca elatoir), English rye- 
grass (lolium perenne), Italian rye-grass (lolium multi- 
fiorum), brome grass (bromus arvensis), timothy grass 
(phleum pratense), turnip (brassica napus), and rape 
(brassica rapa). 





SWITZERLAND. 
DUTY ON CERTAIN PIGS INCREASED. 


The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales ”? of April 9 contains 
a Decree, dated April 7 and effective as from April 15, 
which re-establishes the Swiss Tariff duty on pigs weighing 
more than 60 kilogs., viz. the rate of 50 francs each. 

[From December 2 last, the import duty on such pigs was 
reduced, as a temporary measure, to 30 francs each. ]

MONOPOLY DUTIES ON SPIRITS INCREASED: 
— $ALE OF ALCOHOL RESTRICTED. 


The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales ’’ of April 9 contains 
a Decree of the Swiss Federal Council, dated April 7, 
which doubles the Swiss Monopoly Duties on spirits. Con. 
signments sent under direct way-bills for Switzerland, up 
to and including April 5, will, however, pay the former 
rates. The new Monopoly Duties are as follows :— 

For consignments of a gross weight of 50 kilogs. or more :~ 

Containing up to and including 75 degs. of alcohol—239 
francs per 100 kilogs. gross. 

Containing 76 degs. or more of alcohol—230 frs. per 100 
kilogs. gross, plus 2-30 frs. per 100 kilogs. gross for each 
deg. in excess of 75. 

For consignments of less than 50 kilogs. gross :— 

Containing up to and including 75 degs. of alcohol—290 frg. 
per 100 kilogs. gross. 

Containing 76 degs. or more of alcohol—290 frs. per 100 
kilogs. gross, plus 2-90 frs. per 100 kilogs. gross for each 
deg. in excess of 75, 


The Decree also provides that, pending the introduction 
of a new system of control for alcohol, the alcohol monopoly 
is to regulate the sale of alcohol so that no buyer obtains 
annually more than 120 per cent. of his average purchases 
in 1928 and 1929. 





SYRIA. 
IMPORT OF ARTIFICIAL BUTTER, ETC., 
PROHIBITED. 


H.M. Consul-General at Beirut has forwarded copy of a 
Syrian Decree (No. 3048), dated March 24 and effective on 
March 25, which prohibits the import, transit and re- 
export of products known as artificial butters, ‘‘ Syrian 
Flower,’’ vegetable butter and all similar products consist- 
ing of solid fatty materials scented with butter essence 
and imitating ‘‘samné’”’ (a local melted butter), also of 
butter essence and all products similar to butter essence. 

All solid fats imported into Syria are to be subject to 
analysis by the Customs chemist. Solid fats and fish oils 
which are required by local soap works, and the import of 
which may be permitted, are to be denatured with 
malachite green under conditions to be fixed in each case 
by the Customs chemist, who is to examine the product 
before and after denaturation. 





TURKEY. 
REDUCED DUTY ON ORIENTAL CARPETS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Istanbul 
reports that in virtue of a Law passed by the Grand 
National Assembly on March 29, the duty on Oriental 
carpets imported into Turkey has been reduced to £T.3 per 
100 kilogs. The former duty was £T.240 per 100 kilogs. for 
carpets weighing up to 2} kilogs. per sq. metre and £T.400 
for those weighing over 2} kilogs. per sq. metre. 

In virtue of a further Law of the same date, hand-made 
Oriental carpets are exempt from the payment of the 6 per 
cent. transaction tax.

GREECE. 
PROPOSED INCREASE OF CERTAIN IMPORT 
DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
reports that, according to the local press, the Greek 
Minister of National Economy has deposited a Bill in the 
Chamber of Deputies for the increase of the Customs duties 
on certain articles which are seriously competing with and 
affecting the development of national industries. The pro- 








ducts likely to be affected are lace, flax and hemp thread, 
mustard, electric lamps, accumulators and rubber tubing. 





IRISH FREE STATE. 


TARIFF COMMISSION: APPLICATION FOR 
MODIFICATION OF TARIFF ON WOOLLEN 
AND WORSTED TISSUES. 


In the ‘‘ Iris Oifiginil”’ of April 22 the Tariff Commission 
give notice that the Minister of Finance for the Irish Free 
State has referred to them an application by the Irish 
Woollen and Worsted Manufacturers’ Association for the 
modification of the existing Tariff on woollen and worsted 
tissues. 


The application generally is to have the limit of exemption 
from the duty on woven tissues of wool or worsted lowered 
from 2s. 6d. to 1s. 6d. per square yard. 


The attention of the public is drawn to sub-section 3 of 
Section 2 of the Tariff Commission Act, which provides that, 
when considering any application referred to it by the 
Minister for Finance, the Commission shall hear every per- 
son who desires so to be heard and appears to the Commis- 
sion to be substantially representative of persons, trades, or 
interests who would or might reasonably be expected to be 
affected by the granting or refusing, in whole or in part, of 
the concessions asked for in such application, and shall re- 
celve and consider any evidence tendered by any such person. 


Any persons desiring to be heard by the Commission in 
connection with the above application should write to the 
Secretary, Tariff Commission, Government Buildings, Upper 
Merrion Street, Dublin, furnishing a statement setting out: 

(a) the grounds on which they base their claim to be 

heard; 


(b) the names of the witnesses they propose to call; and 
(c) the evidence proposed to be given by each of such 
witnesses. 


Five copies of this statement should be furnished in type- 
script or print.

MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT, 1926. 


DRAFT ORDER-IN-COUNCIL: 
PRODUCTS. 
The following is the text of a Draft Order-in-Council laid 


before Parliament in pursuance of Section 7 of the Mer- 
chandise Marks Act, 1926:— 


NEW MALT 





Whereas by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Mer- 
chandise Marks Act, 1926 (16 & 17 Geo. 5. c. 53), it is 
provided that after an enquiry in relation to goods of any 
class or description has on a reference from the appropriate 
department been held by a committee appointed for the 
purposes of the said Act, and the report of the committee 
on the matter has been taken into consideration by the 
department, that department may, unless it appears to 
them that the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade 
generally of other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with 
the United Kingdom would be prejudiced if imported goods 
of that class or description for use or consumption in the 
United Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they 
bear an indication of origin, make a representation to His 
Majesty that it is desirable that an Order should be made 
under the said Section 2, and His Majesty in Council may 
thereupon, subject to the provisions of the said Act, make 
an Order prohibiting the sale or expesure for sale in the 
United Kingdom of imported goods of that class or descrip- 
tion unless they bear an indication of origin: 


And whereas in accordance with the provisions of the 
said section an enquiry in relation to imported Malt 
Products has, on a reference from the appropriate depart- 
ment, namely, the Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries, 
the Secretary of State for the Home Department and the 
Secretary of State for Scotland acting jointly (hereinafter 
called ‘‘ the Department ’’) been held by a committee 
appointed for the purposes of the said Act and the report 
of that committee has been taken into consideration by 
the Department : 


And whereas it does not appear to the Department that 
the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of 
other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if Malt Products imported 
for use or consumption in the United Kingdom were pro- 
hibited to be sold unless they bear an indication of origin, 
and the Department has accordingly made representations 
to His Majesty that it is desirable that an Order should be 
made under the said Section 2: 


Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of 
His Privy Council, in pursuance of the powers vested in 
Him by the said Act, and of all other powers enabling Him 
in that behalf, is pleased to order, and it is hereby ordered, 


_as follows :— 


1. For the purpose of this Order, the expression ‘‘ malt 


products ’’ shall mean malt extract, malt flour, malt ex- 
tract and cod liver oil, and malt extract blended with any 
other product so that malt extract comprises more than 
50 per cent. by volume of the whole. 


2. It shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in the 
United Kingdom any imported malt products unless they 
bear an indication of origin. 


3. The indication of origin shall be printed, stencilled, 
stamped or branded on the container, or on a label securely 
attached thereto, indelibly and in a conspicuous manner, 
in plain block letters not less than one-twelfth of an inch 
in height when the greatest dimension of the container 
does not exceed six inches, not less than one-eighth of an 
inch in height when the greatest dimension of the con- 
tainer exceeds six inches but does not exceed fifteen inches, 
and not less than one-half of an inch in height when the 
greatest dimension of the container exceeds fifteen inches. 
For the purpose of this Order, the expression “ greatest 
dimension ’’? shall mean the height, length or breadth, 
whichever is the greatest, of a rectangular or approxi- 
mately rectangular container, and the height or maximum 
diameter, whichever is the greater, of a cylindrical, oval 
or conical container. 


4. This Order shall apply on exposure for sale wholesale 
whether the person exposing the goods is or is not a whole- 
sale dealer. 


5. The provisions of this Order shall come into force at 
the expiration of three months from the date hereof. 


6.—(a) This Order may be cited as ‘‘ The Merchandise 
Marks (Imported Goods) No. 5 Order, 1930.”’ 


(b) The Interpretation Act, 1889, shall apply to the 
interpretation of this Order as if it were an Act of Parlia- 
ment.
